The outgoing 1972 Santa Barbara 
County Grand Jury which adopted a 
resolution 
protesting 
judicial 
interference 
went 
into 
special 
session today in Santa Barbara, 
preparatory to handing up what 
could be a highly controversial final 
report 
Tuesday 
to 
Presiding 
Superior Judge Floyd Dodson. 
The Grand Jury, headed by M. G. 
Sues, of Santa Ynez Valley, has been 
battling to make public details of its 
interim 
report 
in 
the case of 
resigned 
county pathologist Dr. 
Lawrence McAlpine. Judge Dodson 
has steadfastly refused to file the 
report with the county clerk’s office 
and thus make it public. 
Sheriff John W 
Carpenter has 
joined in the criticism of a number 
of Grand Jury members of Judge 
Dodson saying the whole case “ has 
a bad odor” and that the Grand Jury 
has been “ gagged ” The sheriff 
previously revealed Dr. McAlpine 
resigned after an investigation into 
alleged irregularities in connection 
with filing of autopsy reports. 
Courthouse sources claimed the 
judge instructed the jury to file 
nothing — including the resolution 
criticizing the court — without 
submitting it to him for approval. 
The Grand Jury is said to be 
insisting the resolution become a 
matter of public record and copies 
have been privately circulated. 
Recently, 
the 
Grand 
Ju ry 
presumably obtained strong support 
for its contentions from the office of 
Attorney General Evelle Younger. 
Younger’s 
office 
said 
the 
presiding judge to whom the final 
grand jury report is submitted 
“ does 
not 
possess 
censorship 
powers enabling him to expunge 
parts of the report or prevent its 
filing.” 
Younger’s office in a formal 
ruling said also that the grand jury’s 
interim report is permissible as a 
step in the preparation of a final 
report. 
There were reports that libel 
might be involved in findings in the 
McAlpine case, and this might have 
led the judge to take the actions he 
has. 
But 
Younger’s 
office 
said 
censorship 
powers 
cannot 
be 
exercised “ even though the contents 
of the Grand Jury report may tend 
toward libel or inadvisably disclose 
evidence presented to the Grand 
Jury, since other checks have been 
provided for abuse of the Grand 
Jury power.” 
Dodson has been quoted as saying 
he has not altered or withheld 
information pertaining to Grand 
Jury reports. But the office of 
District Attorney David D. Minier 
and Grand Jurors say otherwise. 
There were reports the Grand 
Jury report would reflect criticism 
of the Board of Supervisors and 
County Counsel George P. Kading in 
the McAlpine case as well as the 
court. The final report is due to be 
handed to Dodson at 1:30 p m. 
Tuesday.

Helicopter 
gunships

sharpshooter^ traded gunfire with 
two black snipers atop a downtown 
hotel today. Seven persons were 
killed during a night and day of 
bloody fighting 


Police were so edgy that they 
reported a sniper opened fire about 
six blocks from the hotel, striking a 
woman in the street 
But later, 
police said she simply slipped and 
fell to the pavement. 


Officers and an armored car were 
rushed to the scene but there was no 
new sniper fire there, they said. 
There was another report by the 
city’s police radio that a black man 
was seen running with a rifle on a 
nearby street. But that, too, proved 
false. 
The 
helicopters 
and 
police 
marksmen fired bullets, armor- 
piercing shells and tear gas at the 
two black snipers atop the 18-floor 
Howard Johnson Hotel. They had 
killed six persons, including three 
policemen, and wounded 15 other 
persons, 
during 
the 
siege 
that 
started Sunday morning 
“ We are fairly well convinced that 
they are willing to die to carry out 
this mission," said Carol Goman, a 
police spokesman. 
The Louisiana attorney general 
said the terrorists were “ maniacal" 
and were part of a "national, 
suicidal group 
bent on spreading 
racial warfare across the country. 
All of those killed and wounded by 
the sniper at the hotel were white. 
Two of the dead were a Virginia 
couple on a second honeymoon in the 
hotel 
They were gunned down 
Sunday after the terrorists invaded 
the hotel about 10 45 a m and began 
setting fires to flush guests from 
their rooms. 
The snipers then fired on police 
and 
firemen 
summoned 
to the 
scene. 
“ We want you Come out where 
we can see you," police shouted at 
the gunmen. 
“ Come and get us!” the snipers 
yelled back “ We are going to kill 
you!” 
At the start of their siege, the 
gunmen told a black maid at the 
hotel: “ We only want to kill whites." 
The dead included one of the three 
terrorists, 
three policemen, 
the 
assistant superintendent of the hotel 
and the Virginia couple 


on the Da Nang facility hit a huge 
petroleum storage tank, touching off 
an explosion that spread fires to two 
other nearby tanks, military sources

Freshmen legislators start '$150,000 a year' lifestyle 


SACRAMENTO lUFl» - “ For a puvate citizen to live 
like a California legislator would require an annual income 
of at least $150,000,“ former Speaker Jess Unruh said after 
he left the Assembly. 


Freshmen legislators get their first glimpse of official 
legislative benefits today when they are put on the state 
payroll with annual salaries of $19,200 with tax-free 
expenses of $210 a week, which raise the average to $25,000 
per legislator. 


But some in the 1973 freshman class have already tasted 
the legislative luxuries, courtesy of the Capitol’s 600 
lobbyists 


Ray Gonzales, U-Bakeisiielu, was caught by surprise 
when he began receiving checks from lobbyists totalling 
$600 after his election to “ erase my deficit.” 
He also was disturbed when he received unsolicited gifts 
at his home, presumably to win his favor. Gonzales, a Latin 
American studies professor, said his campaign didn’t have 
a deficit and promptly returned the checks and gifts. 
While the legislature is in session, new lawmakers will 
find that they no longer need to buy lunch, drinks or even 
dinners. Lobbyists will be more than willing to pick up the 
tab. 
Legislators also may lease a new car. with the state 
paying about $225 per month. If a lawmaker has a yearning 


for a Cadillac or Liiicoiu cuiiluitmdl. he 11 have to pay for 
the extra cost 
Gasoline is free. Legislators charge it and the legislature 
pays the bills. 


The lawmaker can gain the use of a second state car if he 
leaves his state-leased vehicle in his home district and 
checks out m7)tor pool cars for Sacramento driving. 


Each legislator can hire at least two secretaries, one 
administrative assistant and one district representative. 
Their salaries range from about $800 to $1,200 a month 
In all. there are 1,500 statepaid employes to serve the 120 
legislators. 


The legislature s budget, which includes staff salaries, 
came to $32 million in 1972 
A television and radio studio in the Capital records legis­ 
lators' opinions and transmits them to their home districts 
Consultants are available for speechwriting 
For those who survive political battles for at least four 
years, there are generous pension rights awaiting 
Basic benefits are $250 a month for life with widows 
collecting 70 per cent of the sum if the lawmaker dies 
Longer service, naturally, 
is rewarded with bigger 
pensions 
As toppings, legislators are invited each year to 
Disneyland and can have racetrack passes for the asking 


No more than 5,500 
expected to be drafted 


WASHINGTON (UIM) - 
Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird estimated today no 
more than 5,500 men will be 
drafted this year—only one 
tenth as many as last year 
and the smallest number 
drafted in any year when 
there has been conscription. 


The 
dr af t 
aut hor it y 
expires June 30 and Laird 
has already said there will 
be no calls in January or 
February. Today he told the 
House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee that the March 


draft call would be less than 
2,500 and that in April, May 
and June—the last three 
months of the draft—“ no 
more than an average of 
1,000 men per month will be 
needed.” 
Laird 
volunteered 
the 
information 
in 
his 
final 
report to Congress. He will 
leave the government in 12 
days and will be replaced as 
defense secretary by Elliot 
L. Richardson. He devoted 
only seven pages in his 104- 
page report to the subject of 
Vietnam, 
declaring 
that 


Nation's weather 


United Press International 
Traffic difficulties, power failures, a leaking barge and 
general inconvenience were the result of the adverse 
weather conditions caused in the central and southeastern 
United States by a diffuse low pressure system hanging 
over the Gulf of Mexico early today. 


Six inches of snow fell in parts of Tennessee. Western 
North Carolina nearly matched that total with five inches. 
The heavy accumulation was blamed for a 15-car pileup on 
Interstate 40 in Winston-Salem, N.C., and a five-car pileup 
on Interstate 20 near Atlanta Sunday night. 
Portions of Atlanta were without power after lines 
snapped in the midst of an ice storm. Approximately 9,000 
homes in northern Mississippi also were without electricity 
and Gov. Bill Waller sent 25 National Guardsmen and 15 
state troopers to the Parchman State Penitentiary to install 
portable generators following a power failure there. 
Winter rains early today inflated the Mississippi River to 
an 80-foot depth near Helena. Ark., where the waters 
pounded against a sinking oil barge which had lodged 
against the pier of a m ajor river bridge. About 75 per cent 
of the barge’s 800,000-gallon load of diesel fuel leaked into 
the river, and the rest was expected to seep out before 
salvage crews could pull the vessel to safety. 
A flash flood watch was in effect for northern Georgia, as 
cold rain fell from Mississippi into Georgia and northern 
Florida. 
Further north, a mixture of snow, sleet and freezing ram 
glazed the area from the Tennessee and lower Ohio Valleys 
through the southern Appalachians to the Atlantic Ocean.

"The only question is, is it 
a temporary phenomenon or 
is it perm anent?” he said. 
Last summer, the state 
Department 
of 
Finance 
reported that for the first 
time since the county was 
founded 120 years ago, its 
population had decreased, 
dropping by about 76,000 
residents 
since 
the 
1970 
census. 
But now. according to 
Jamison, 
up 
to 
100,000 
residents a year are moving 
out of the county without 
replacements 
Figuring in 
the 
birth 
and 
de ath 
rates—more 
people 
are 
born 
each 
year 
than 
die—the county population 
IS now declining at about 
64.000 
persons 
a 
year, 
Jamison says 
Population 
researchers 
say the drop is believed to 
be caused by changing life 
stvles 
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Vietnamization “ is virtually 
completed.” 
He 
did 
not 
elaborate. 
“ B e c a u s e 
of 
t h e 
s e n s i t i v i t y 
of 
t h e 
negotiations, I will refrain 
from any further comment 
on this m atter or any other 
m atter which could impact 
on the negotiations,” Laird 
said.

Congress opens 1973 session

institute the election of ranking committee 
members in place of the present system of 
" a u t o m a t i c ” 
advancement

the 
committee ladder through elective lon­ 
gevity. 


The Packwood-Taft proposal calls for 
nomination and election of all ranking 
Republican committee members by the 
Committee on Committees, which also 
would assign lower ranking members to 
the various standing committees.

Last minute rush for ag preserves piles up again

County Reporter 
The 11th hour rush of 
farmers and ranchers to 
apply to get their lands into 
agricultural preserves late 
last year has resulted in the 
need for county officials to 
process 
applications 
involving 31,603 acres in the 
coming 
weeks, 
it 
was 
learned today. 
This is almost as much 
acreage as was admitted 
into preserves during the 
entire 1971 year. 


If all applications are 
processed 
prior 
to 
the 
March 1 lien date, it will 
mean a total of 48,478 more 
acres will go into preserves 
and 
be eligible for tax 
adjustments 
this 
year. 
Before 1972 ended, 16,874 
acres had been admitted 
into preserves. 
Some unusual preserve 
applications have been filed 
this past year, including 
well over one hundred on 
the old Hollister Ranch west 
of 
Gaviota, 
and 
the 


application of a Carpintería 
clergyman 
which 
was 
denied 
because it came 
after the Nov. 30 deadline. 
The farm preserve of a 
member of the clergy would 
have been a first, if it had 
been allowed.

Transportation study sought 


The Citizens Planning Association of 
Santa Barbara County has called on the 
County-Cities Area Planning Council to 
“ make a study of the public transportation 
needs

David Gebhard, president of the citizens’ 
planning body, said this could be done now 
that Santa Barbara County's share of the

executive secretary of the Area Planning 
Council for such a study, Gebhart said a

Agricultural 
Preserve 
Advisory Committee has recommended 
denial of the application of Wallover, Inc., 
of New York, to set up an agricultural 
preserve on a 1,051 acre property including 
areas within the Rancho Embarcadero 
Improvement District in Goleta Valley. 


I he committee headed by County Farm 
Advisor George Goodall took the position 
that the proposed preserve would encroach 
on the urban area of homeowners within 
the improvement district Also, it was felt, 
a preserve set up around and within parts 
of the district would have a detrimental 
effect on tax rates in the district which 
would bear a larger share of the assessed 
valuation. 


Assistant 
County Counsel 
Melbourne 
Weddle gave a tentative opinion that it was 
likely the county was a proper party to 
enter a contract But he said a formal 
ruling will be made next Friday when the 
committee continues the case to get his 
final ruling Such a ruling could mean 
Wallover, Inc could pursue the case before 
the county supervisors on legal grounds 


J J. Hollister, III, counsel for Wallover, 
contended the county has jurisdiction “ We 
want to go into the preserve to reduce 
county taxes, 
he said 
He termed the 
Improvement 
District 
opposition 
as 


representing a “special interest” the same 
as the applicant. 
The case is unique, Goodall said, because 
it 
represents 
an 
application 
for 
an 
agricultural preserve covering some land 
that is in an urban service district. He said 
the general plan would have to be amended 
and a rezoning accomplished before the 
entire 
property could 
meet 
preserve 
standards. Hugh McCormick, agent for 
Wallover, Inc., said applications have been 
filed for a general plan amendment and 
rezoning. 
The recommendation goes to the County 
Planning Commission 
If Wallover is to be successful in having a 
preserve set up to get tax adjustments this 
year, it must get the county to process the 
matter prior to the March 1 lien date. 
Counsel Robert Jones and James Hurley 
represented the improvement district at 
the hearing. Jones said, “ We re interested 
in our own district taxes and inequities.” 
Hollister at one point asked: 
How long can the county continue to 
babysit 
the 
Embarcadero 
Municipal 
Improvement District?” 
We re not crying to the county any 
more than Mr Hollister 
replied Jones. 
“ We re both trying to reduce our clients’ 
taxes ” 
Jones said homeowners’ “ district taxes

US soccer inevitable

whose hat trick tree goals against 
Barbados helped spur the American 
Soccer Team to its first ever 
Olympics 
qualification, 
believes 
that soccer in the United States is an 
idea whose time has come. 
In red knee stockings and a blue 
uniform 
warm

ja c k e t 
emblazoned with a red and white 
“ USA,’’ Gay was on hand at Ryon 
Park Saturday to kick off the 1973 
Lompoc 
YMCA 
Youth 
Soccer 
League 
season 
and 
talk 
with 
reporters. 
“ There’s definitely an American 
style of soccer,” he described, 
“ We’re a lot more rugged, perhaps, 
and a lot more physical than teams 
from, say, South America. We’re 
not as skilled, but that will be 
coming along as long as there’s 
youth soccer and people are able to 
be exposed more and more to the 
game for longer periods of time. 
“ I feel in five or ten years from 
now that, not only in Olympic 
standards but also in professional 
standards, we’ll come up in the 
world.” 
Gay, who’s now the assistant 
coach of the national champion 
Westmont 
College 
squad 
and 
absorbed the rudiments of the game 
as a child in Central America, cited 
tradition 
and 
the 
U.S. 
team’s 
weakness in Munich as reasons for 
the skimpy network coverage of 
Olympic soccer. 
“ I think it’s going to take some 
time before we do well and until 
then 1 don’t think the major press is 
going to pay any attention to soccer. 
This is a story that has long been 
true in the United States. The major 
press people are 
interested 
in 
American basketball and American 
football and these kind of sports that 
have a traditional following. It’s 
going to take some time before 
soccer will be given that coverage. 
“ I think it will come. I think it’s 
inevitable when you have youth 
programs 
like you do here 
in 
Lompoc We plan to have some in 
Santa Barbara and you already have 
it in the San Fernando Valley where 
you have over 10,000 kids involved in 
soccer. They can’t avoid giving the 
game publicity pretty soon. ” 
The Santa Barbaran added that 
soccer promoters have only recently 
begun seeding U.S. public interest in 
soccer 
through 
youth programs 
after the abortive effort to introduce 
it at the professional level several 
years ago.

Postal Service report 


It may come as a surprise to users of the 
mails, but Postmaster General E. T. 
Klassen in his first annual report to the 
Board of Governors since the Postal 
Service was created July 1,1971 states that 
everything is going well in the pursuit of 
their two major goals. The goals: improve 
the quality and reliability of mail services 
and reduce costs. 
Klassen and the U.S. Postal Service 
have a mandate to be self-sustaining by 
1984. 
Klassen reports that fees and income for 
the first year of the Service provided 84 
per cent of total costs. The increase is up 
from an average 80 per cent for the three 
year period 1969-71. In dollars and sense to 
the taxpayer and the Service user, it 
means 
that 
in 
the 
first 
year 
of 
reorganization the Service required $1.3 
billion 
in 
a 
direct 
Congressional 
appropriation, down 34.8 per cent from a 
high of $2.08 billion in 1971. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


Revenues totaled $7.8 billion in fiscal 
year 1972, up 18.3 per cent from 1971 while 
operating expenses were $9.5 billion, up 6.3 
per cent. 
Postal employes have dropped more 
than 33,000 persons through attrition, 
K lassens report states. Productivity has 
gained 2.4 per cent compared with less 
than one per cent annually through most of 
the 1960s. 


The 
com b ination 
of 
increased 
productivity 
and 
a 
commitment 
by 
workers and managers to hold costs in line 
enabled the service last summer to forego 
the need for a previously budgeted $450 
million postal rate increase scheduled for 
this month. 
It appears from Mr. Klassen s report 
that turning the goals of the U.S. Postal 
Service around from an over-subsidized 
operation to a business operation has not 
been easy and there is still a long ways to 
go.

2) A determination of how many and 
what kind of eggs there are in the 
cove must be made to determine 
how many and what species are 
entrained in the sea water intake 
and 3) P.G. and E. must improve 
their radioactive waste treatment 
system locally.
